contain ingredients imported from abroad the intelligence service would use its influ- 
ence to stop delivery ^f those elements to Poland. Jan MILLER was found guilty of 
espionage and sentenced to death. His wife, Helen, got life imprisonment) Ignacy and 
Antoni HADOLNI were sentenced to death) and their sister Maria to 15 years in prison.
